School for More Than a Week-Time 


for Action hy Township Board. 


The Earlytowu schools are still in 


a muddle, while the township board 
looks on with apparent astonishment, 
but fails to take action. A few weeks 
ago W. P. 
Chaney, who had been • 


teaching the school, failed to show 
up one morning, but sent a substi- 
tute from whurn it was learned that 
Mr. Chaney had gone to the moun- 
tains of West Virginia to spend a few 
weeks with trie hope of regaining his 
failing health. 
The local director 


fired the substitute at ooce, and since 
that time the children have been 
running Icose, notwithstanding three 
important facts: first, that- the law 
makes it the duty of the school board 
to furnish teachers for the schools; 
second, that the taxpayers are paying 
their money for the schooling of their 
children: third, that there are plenty 
of teachers that could have been 
secured to teach the school. 


The Earlytown schools are graded, 


being two rooms, a Miss Birch teacts- 
iog the primary room. The local 
director wanted her to teach the two 
schools for the wages of the primary 
grade. This she refused to do. 
The 


scholars were then sent to adjoining 
districts and were refused admission. 
This leaves matters in a complicated 
condition and opens the way for some 
official's impeachment for failure to 
perform the duties coining within 
the bounds of his oath of office—a 
local 
director stopping tbe schools 


iadirectly witliout consulting 
the 


bo.ard, and a paid truant officer, whose 
fluty it is to see that all children go 
to school. 
Homo of the citizens are 


about out of patience with such man- 
agement and will soon call the town- 
ship board together and demand some 
explanation and investigation.

liam G. Weaver gave 
some impor- 


tant testimony. 


He gave detailed information, con- 


certing tha conduct of a regimental 
hospital at Camp Thomas. Dr. Wea- 
ver said that typhoid had broken out 
about June 18, and that it had in- 
creased from that time until Aug. 20. 
There had been about 600 cases of this 
disease in the regiment and 28 or 30 
deaths. The doctor said there wus an 
insufficient supply of drugs. Quinine 
was one of the articles of which there 
had been a scarcity, and 100,000 piils 
were secured from home. He said that 
at one time there were 50 typhoid pa- 
tients in the regimental hospital be- 
cause there was no accommodation 
for them In the division hospital. 
At 


another time there were 67 fever pa- 
tients in the company tents for whom 
admission could not be secured in any 
hospital, division or regimental. 


Dr. Weaver, in summing up 
the 


causes 
of 
disease, 
included 
over- 


work of the men as one. The first re- 
veille sounded at 4:30 and after that 
time the men were kept 
quite con- 


stantly engaged with drills and other 
exercises until 6:15, notwithstanding 
the weather was intensely hot. 
He 


also expressed the opinion that the 
water from Chiekamauga creek was 
polluted.
